It looks like Palm Beach County 
will have an entrant in the upcoin- 
ing Governor's race next Spring. 
State Senator Fred O. “Bud” Dick- 
inson of West Palm Beach will, in 
all probability, throw his hat into 
the ring for Florida's highest po- 
licital honor. Allen Morris, news 
analyst’ of Tallahassee, recently 
wrote an interesting article about 
Senator Dickinson and it is with 
pleasure that The Everglades News 
reproduces it here*vith in full: 

When a-January political speech 
is delivered in mid-summer, as was 
done by Sen. Fred O. Dickinson the 
other noon in Ft. Myers, the ques- 
tion of “why?” naturally occurs. 

It does so in part because the 37- 
year-old West Palm Beach lawyer 
has been moving knowledgeably 
toward a goal of high public office 
ever since he was pouring extem- 
poraneous orations at 13 into a 
“microphone” of a tomato-can on 
á broomstick in the family living 
room. 

Careful analysis of the Ft. Myers 
speech’ discloses it was on off-the- 
cuff Florida-forward’ exhortation 
(as Dickinson delivered to 127 state 
conventions during the year prior 
to the convening of the, '59 ‘“Legis- 
lature) but an oratorical minefield. 

A reader familiar with political 
language-within-language reason- 
ably could infer from the Dickin- 
son speech these purposes beyond 
the immediate one of providing 
after-lunch food-for-thought for 
his in-person audience: 

1. To put persons statewide on 
notice he likely will run for gov- 
ernor so no one could say that he 
was “so sorry” but, pledged to an- 
ether aspitant because he did not 
realize Dickinson might be in the 
race. 

2. To obtain general distribution 
of his Ft. Myers remarks, it was 
necessary to give them newsworth- 
į inesg by a salting of punchy com- 
ments.. He stirred up a number of, 
important groups, notably, educa- 
lors, but not in any way to cause 
him lasting political harm. 

3. To gain an offensive advant- 
-age by walloping the two prospect- 
ive candidates — not by name, but 
unmistakably former House Speak- 
er C. Farris Bryant of Ocala and 
Sen. Doyle E. Carlton, Jr., of Wau- 
chula—who could be expected to 
Craw from the same pool of voters, 
munity’s business, professional and 
! civic life to serve ds his -rallying- 
point, Thus, when Dickinson goes 
into a unpublicized focal meeting, 
he doesn't face the usual political 
cross-section of people. with differ- 
ent. and often’ conflicting personal 
interests. Instead, Dickinson can

talk about that which concerns 
them most"— their own workaday 
pursuits and how the government 
can be of help. 

He's a student of Florida gov- 
ernment. He learned from books, 
from campaigns (he first met 
Spessard Holland and Fuller War- 
ren when the three spoke — Dick- 
inson on behalf of his hometown 
candidate, B. F. Paty — fror the 
rear end of a truck at Invérnes$ 
during the ‘40 gubernatorial race), 
and from service in the State 
House and Senate. 

Dickinson is a rare individual. 
He seems always to.have don? the 
“right” things. And politicians 
whose biographies are ` studded 
with the “right” things are natur- 
ally suspect. 

But certainly “Bud” — as first 
his sisters called him — didn’t ex- 
plode the Florida boom of the 
1920s. The Dickinson family hit the 
skids fast. They had a chauffer 
and a governess and then, just four 
months later. “Bud” and his father 
were trudging behind a plow. 

There are those who say that 
Dickinson resembles Bob Hope in 
facial appearance. He has a strong 
jaw, sparkling brown: eyes, stands 
six feet tall, and weighs 187 pounds. 
He has a high hairline, perhaps 
due to the rubbing of his helmet. 

‘At least once a week he“drives 
his mint-condition Model T. He 
coes this not as a political gim-| 
mick but because he enjoys good 
machinery, has a regard for ob- 
jects historical, and thinks ‘the old 
machine helps put life in ‘perspec- 
tive: that there is a lesson in the 
fact that it may take twice as 
long to get places around town as 
it: does in his modern car, bat hisi 
Model T both gets him to his desti- 
nation and allows him -to observe 
what’s happening along his route. | 

His esteem for fine steel and for 
the traditiorial blend in his use of 
the straight razor. The honing of 
the blade affords the opportunity 
to- think and ‘examination of the 
handle—he has some\50 razors— 
reminds him of the craftsmanship 
and artistry, that men once gave to 
everyday gbjects. And the remem- 
brance of conversational sessions 
with his father causes him. now to 
sprve.as barber for-his own sons 
(the Dickinsons have three boys 
atid a girl).

After this flurry of punches to 
get opponents off-stride, Dickinson 
—who knows strategy both as a 
trial lawyer and as the middle- 
weight boxing champion of his Ma- 
rine regiment*on Guagelcanal — 
may be expected to résume his 
quiet organizational endeavors.

Physical-Check-Up 
Urged For Students 


JACKSONVILLE — A physical 
examination and immunization 
check-up for children before school 
starts was urged by the State 
Board of Health this week. 

“At this time when we are re- 
minded of the need to buy the 
things children need for starting 
back to school, it is equally import- 
ant that we make sure the children 
are ready from the health stand- 
point,” said Doctor S. D. Doff, 
Director of the Bureau of Maternal 
and Child Health. 

“Private physicians and public 
health authorities are agreed that 
every child should have a physical 
examination and a check on his 
immunization status before he 
starts to school in September. The 
examination would determine 
whether any defect is present and 
should be treated. Protection 
against certain diseases is accom- 
plished through innoculation -and 
vaccination. Before starting in the 
first grade thec „hild should have 
the basic .shots for diphtheria, 
whooping cough, lockjaw and polio, 
or booster shots may be needed for 
these. Determine if the child's 
immunization and examinations 
schedule is up-to-date,” says Doc- 
tor Doff. “Polio shots are tempor- 
arily in short supply, but they also 
should be given when available.” 

“Children entering school peed 
health protection as much as they 
need school supplies and wearing 
apparel,” Doctor Doff concluded.

North Carolina, President of the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, will| 
be keynote speaker for the 16th 
Annual Convention of the Florida 
Fruit and Vegetable Association at 
Miami Beach on September 23, ac- 
cording tò an announcement by J. 


P. Harllee, Jr., Palmetto, General 
Convention Chairman. 

“Mr. Rice has accepted our invi- 
tation to make the keynote address 
at the coming convention and will 
speak on the subject of ‘Agricul- 
ture at the Crossrosds,’ Mr. Rice is 
a noted speiker and his address 
wil) be factual and of great interest 
to this convention,”. said Harllee. 

“After attending. the public 
schools in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia, where he was born, he en- 
tered Virginia Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in September, 1930, and was 
graduated in June, 1934, with a BS 
degree in civil engineering. 

s “Following graduation, he enter- 

Sed the service of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in the Operating Depart- 
raent and held several positions be- 
fore being. called to active duty 
with the Army of the United States 
in 1942 asa first lieutenant. He 
served three years overseas in the 
European and Asiatic Theatres, at- 
taining the rang of Lieutenant Col- 
onel,- and returned to the United 
States in December, 1945. Among 
his assignments while overseas was 
command of a portion of the Iran- 
ian State Railway. 

“During his foreign service, Mr. 
Rice was awarded the ion of 
Merit with oak leaf cluster. He is 
now a Major General in the Army 
Reserve Corps, serving as Director 
General, Transportation , Railway 
Service, and is also Civilian Aide 
to the Secretary of the Army for 
the State of Virginia. 

“Following his return to civilian 
life, Mr. Rice entered the service 
of the Richmond, F'redericksburg 
end Potomac Railroad in February 
1946. On September 1, 1946, he was 
appointed Superintendent of Poto- 
mac’ Yard; on July 1, 1949, Super- 
intendent at Richmond; and on 
May 1, 1951; General Superintend- 
ent. On January 1, 1955, he was 
elected President of the Company 
and held that position until becom- 
ing President of the Atlantic Coast 
Line on August 1, 1957.

Passenger Trains 
Are Unprofitable 
And Being Dropped 


WASHINGTON—The railroads 
are dropping unprofitable passen- 
ger trains as fast as they čan, an 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
survey showed today. 

They have discontinued 41 since 
an administrative short cut was ap- 
proved by Congress last year. They 
also have started proceedings to 
eliminate 60 more interstate pas- 
senger runs and 40 instrastate 
trains. 

The ICC also gave railroads per- 
mission to abandon 4664 miles of 
track from 1954 to the start of this 
year. 


The survey appeared to bear out! 


a recent warning by ICC Examiner 
Howard Hosmer that inter-city 
Passenger train service would be 
dead by 1970 if railroads continued 
their current practices. 

The flood of discontinued trains 
followed approval of the 1958 
‘Transportation Act which elemi- 
nated previous red tape surround- 
ing route abandonments. 

Under the act, a railroad gives 
30-days notice of plans to abandon 
passenger trains. The ICC then has 
20 days to biock-the proposal by 
suspending the dincontinuance for 
four months. pending an investiga- 
tion. f 

Before passage of the 1958 law, 
proposal to` abandon passenger 
train service were handled by less 
sympathetic state regulatory com- 
missions. Now if a-state commis- 
sion fails to act or denies a dis- 
continuance, the railroad is free to 
petition the ICC, 

Some members of Congress have 
ben alarmed at the ‘speed with 
which rail carriers have been- aban- 
doning routes. 

The Senate’ Commerce Commit- 
tee recently concluded hearings on 
two amendments to the transpor- 
tation act which would tighten 
the procedure for halting passeng- 
er service. The proposals were 
made by Sens. Clifford P. Case

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Women’s Hair Dye 
Isn't A Thing New 


CAIRO, Egypt—Women will be 
women, now or 5,000 years ago. 

It appears that Egyptian women 
as far back as 3,200 B. C. were 
old hands at the art of hair dying. 

Remaing of mummies recently 
discovered in a tomb in nearby 
Helwan had golden hair while. oth- 
ers had fiery red hair. Since genu- 
ine Egyptian blondes and redheads 
ere a rarity today, the chances are 
these ladies of ancient Egypt were 
no strangers to. the tricks of hair 
ayeing. 

Ancient Egyptian women also 
seem to have been experts on all 
kinds of cosmetics, particularly 
eye shades, or what is, known here 
as Kohl. Pots of black, green, grey 
and brown kohl were discovered in 
the Helwan tomb. 

Numerous vases were also found 
in the tomb containixfg several 
kinds. of perfume and cosmetics. 
Analysis showed the fatty ma-| 


were mainly composed of fatty ma- 
terial mixed with red oxide of iron 
and ground limestone. 

This composition -apparently | 
geye the face a rosy color due to 
the presence of the red oxide of 
iron, and the fatty substance tan- 
tributed to a glowing complexion. 

In the same tomb a copper mir- 
ror was found with @ wooden han- 
dié. When well polished, the copper 
apparently gave a very good re- 
flection, and these mi 
much superior to any u 
ancient beauties of Ror 

Ancient Egyptian we 
also sticklers for «jewelry. 
‘were many 
but a popular’ des everal 
rows of small cylindr beads 
covering almost the whole upper 
part.of the bosom. Each row of 
beads was a different color. Also 
Popular were semi - prescious 
stones. An average ancient Egyp- 
tian lady apparently had as many 
4s’ seven necklaces/and nine brace- 
lets. 

The Egyptian ladies of 5,000 
years ago wore long robes reaching 
to the feet, The upper part.of the 
robes varied in design. Some had 
sleeves while others were attached 
at one shoulder, in most cases the 
left by a ribbon, The shoulder knot 
does not differ from the bow knots 
we mike today. Some of these robes 
had braces, which made the robe 
hang below the shoulder’ display- 
ing a great deal of the back, like 
A modern evening dress.

DAYTONA BEACH—Alcoholism 
is increasing faster in Florida than 
in any other Southern state. So said 
Ernest A. Shepherd, director of 
Florida's alchololic rehabilitation 
program, as he addressed a conter- 
ence of the Central Florida Public 
Health Association. 

About 44 per cent of the adult 
population drinks, according to 
Shepherd, and one out of every 16 
to 20 of them is headed for alcohol- 
ism. 

The magnitude of the problem is 
“something which even public 
health authorities are reluctant to 
accept,” he added. To cope with it. 
the state contributes one per cent 
af the alcohol beverage tax funds 
to the alcoholic rehabilitation cent- 
er in Avon Park. 

Reasons for the rise in alcohol- 
ism aren’t clear, Shepherd added, 
although it mey be the heavy mig- 
runtion from Northern metropoli- 
tan centers may be a contributing 
factor. AlocHolism ig prevalent in 
these areas, he said.

Migrant Housing 
In Florida Worse 
Than Other Spots 


A U. S. expert on migrant labor 
problems says that Florida lags he- 
hind the rest of the nation in bet- 
tering conditions of migrant work- 
erg. 

But A. F. Potter, executive åi- 
rector of the President's Commit- 
Migratory Labor, said 
“great administrative strides” in 
the past year have helped improve 
Florida's situation. 

Potter met in Miami with wel- 
fare, health, church and agricultur- 
al officials of the Dade Welfare 
Planning Council to discuss the 
problem. 

“The migrant labor force in the 
United States-is a necessary and 
beneficial factor in 
economy,” Potter said. 

He pointed out that the migrant 

is valuable to the community in 
which he works because he buys 
consumer goods during his stay. 
The worker iş valuable to the grow- 
er because there is no other source 
of cheap, temporary labor to har- 
vest seasonal crops. 
Potter said he was favorably im- 
pressed here with community inte- 
rest and government work. It was 
stimulated after the plight of job- 
less workers in Immokalee attract- 
ed national interest last year. 

But he said Florida does not 
measure up to most states in the 
passage of legislation to protect 
migrants. He cited the lack of laws 
in Florida to require’‘crew leaders” 
to register with the state. He call- 
ed this a stumbling block in the 
protection of migrants. 

Crew leders are měn who trans- 

port groups of workers-and act as 
their agents in pag with grow- 
ers. 
Crew leaders are necessary but 
some ‘of them exploit their men, 
sel! their services and pocket the 
money or leave them stranded in 
areas where there is no ‘work, Pot- 
ter explained. 

“It is necessary for the federal 
government to aid and advise the 
state... . because these workers 
move from state to state and have 
become a nationwide: problem,” 
Potter said, 

But he added, “It is far more sat- 
isfactory for the states to enforce 
laws concerning these workers and 
to assume responsibility for their 
welfare.” x 

There are about 500,000 migrant 
laborers in. the United States, not 
including the nonworking members 
of their, families that move with 
them. 

Potter said they have not been 
able to. use political influence to 
kelp their conditions because, being 
transients, they have'no vote.

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 


herein, to engage in business as herein defined, 


under a fictitious 


name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious -name 
shal! be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shail consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration.may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, ‘and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving
